Wannipeg, July 14—C.0p conditions 
througn the praine provinces con- 
tinue to be favorable, according to 
the weekly crop repoiyy issued today 
by the Canadian vacific Railwaly. 

Southern Albeita has greatly bene- 
fitted by rains during the pagy week, 
Continuous wet wheather throughout 
June rqiarded work of summer-fad- 
low to « considerab.e extent. Live 
stock lias neve:! been better than it 
is this year, Cattle receipts en local 
markets are considerably heavier 
than previous week, with prices re- 
maining steady, 

In the province of Manitoba ciops 
contiuue to do wel. There has been 
ample moisture during the past week 
and the weather has been ideal for 
grovith. Early wheat on summer- 
failow land is from 24 to 89 fhches 
high, and dbeut 50 pe:/ cent heading 
out; Pastures are good throughout 
the province and sitock ie in fine con- 
dition Haying has just commenced 
amd there will be heavy crops, 

Crop prospects over Saskatchewan 
continue piomising. Wheat is a 
satisfactory stand, with clean stiff 
straw and without any indicaon 
of rust. The ony district reporting 
any sign of rust is Varitage (Van- 
guard subdivision whee s'eight 
traces of red rust are said to be in 
evidence. Whesat is healed ou and 
is about ten days ahead of the aver- 
age year. 

In tthe province of Albertd crops 
in general are doing well and condi- 
tions give every reason for optimism. 
It ia not nieant to imply southern 
Albertn has nd crop fai‘ure in sight 
But prospects for a bumper cr 
which seemed inevitable have some- 
what changed, Crops in poorly pre- 
pared prepared lands ap suffering 
acutely and even grain on well pre- 
pared summerfa\low hap started to 
wilt. There is plenty of grass in 
practically every part of the province 
and farmers and ‘nchers are in- 
clined to ho'd their stock until fal 
on uni] such time as theybecome in 
good condition. 

Dry warm weather with high winds 
has prevailed during the past week 
fm the Edmonton, Dunvegan and B, 
©. railway districts. Conditions on 
the whole are good but rain is needed 
in most parts, 

AM districts in British Coumbia re- 
port dry wa:m weapher and condi- 
tions favorahb, for growing crops. 
Rhspberries are beginning to move 
freely and while the crop will be light 
in some districts it is expected that 
the average will be fair, Stone 
fruits with whe ‘exception of sour 
cherries will be light, and early veg- 
etab’es are making good progress the

One of Novel Features at English 
Centenary Celebration 

A curlous procession travelled over 

the road of the world’s first railway 


between Stockton and Darlington on) 


2 


July to celebrate the centenar} of 
the opening of the railway. 

First came Hetton Colllery, one of 
the first locomotives puffing away ata 
speed of 6 miles an hour as it did on 
its first run in 1822 


This and other old-stager set the) 


pace to great modern locomotives 
drawing luxurious carriages sent by 
the great rallway companies. 

The procession was six miles long 


}and showed the century’s development { 


from the ancient rolling stock and 
primitive engines to the most modern 
equipment, including motor and elec- 
trically driven trains. One train 


|was composed of flat wagons, each} 


presenting a tableau. 

Last but one.came the “City of 
Newcastle,” the L.N.E.R. Company's 
newest and = greatest locomotive, 
drawing one of the trains of the Fly- 
ing Scotsman service. 

This was followed by Locomotion 
No. 1, George Stephenson's engine, 
drawing a replica of the train it haul- 
ed on the memorable day, September 
27, 1825, when the line was opened. 

In the seats across the old wagons 
was a band wearing uniforms just like 
the band wore on the opening day.

“Lady Of the Peony Rose” 


Peonies Flourish to Utmost Perfection 
In Canada 

A blaze of color wilf meet the eyes 
of those who visit the C.P.R. pavilion 
at Wembley early in July; for 6,000 
peony blooms will soon be shipped 
overseas from Canada for exhibition 
purposes, 

Canada has long enough been her- 
alded as “Our Lady of the Snows,” say 
those who are behind the scheme. 
The time has come when ghe should 
be known as “Our Lady of the Peony 
Rose.” 

The bulk of the blossoms will be 
cut from plants grown by W. Ormias- 
ton Roy, well-known landscape gar- 
dener of Montreal. In order that 
everything may be done to keep the 
blooms in proper condition, John F. 
Roy will go over with them on the 
boat; for it is believed that this is the 
first time cut flowers have been sent 
across the ocean on a considerable 
scale. A ‘temperature varying with 
the humidity, but below 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit, is required for the best 
results, 

W. Ormiston Roy's world-famous 
collection of peonies, recognized as 
the greatest and largest assemblage 
of the classic sorts old enough to pro- 
duce exhibition blooms, will be sup- 
plemented by a few rare kinds from 
the noted peony gardens of H. Nor- 
ton, Ayerscliff, Que. 

Mr. Roy has a growing ambition to 
have the peony recognized in Canada 
at its true yalue as a landscape 
plant; and he claims that it is the 
only beautiful hardy plant that will 
thrive the length and breadth of Can- 
ada. This is-a rare and proud dis- 
tinction, because our national emblem, 
the maple, cannot exist in many parts 
of our couatry. ‘The peony requires 
less care than any other plant or 
shrub, and will succeed in any good 


garden soll, provided it 1s exposed to} 


sunlight and is well drained. Given 
these simple conditions, and if it is 
not planied more than two or three 
incheg below the surface of the soll, it 
will grow ip any province of the Do- 
minion, even the Klondyke, he says.
